About 400 persons partook of the feast, 
nioe white tablecloths and good crockery 
on the tables. An hour previous to 
our entering tho supper room a sal- 
ute was tired. After supper oight 
of tliu most pruminont men made 
eloquent speeches, thanking us fur 
cuming lo viait tlieiii, and referring to 
their present happy and united condition, 
with no allusiun strange lo say to their 
old home, the land grievance, ur 
lo any oHicial or other person who may 
have treated thoiu unjustly. They dis- 
played the greatest patience and forbear- 
ance, and uaud such temperate language. 
Very few of us whites would under similar 
circiitnstances act with such cummendable 
prudunce. Between each speech a trained 
choir sang saCred songs^ and throughout 
goud order and harmony prevailed. 

Rep. — Is the settlement likely to in- 
crease ? 

Mr. MoD. — Mr. Dinicsn doos iiotdesire 
a rapid increaao ; if he did the iiupulatiun 
would be doubled in three yeara. lie 
will not sanction or encourage more than 
can be conveniently absorbed and fur- 
nished with employment and church and 
acliool training. 

Rop. — What piovision is there for 
maintaining law and order ? 

Mr. McD. — Mr. Duncan ia a J.I'., and 
haa coiiimonced dealing with suiiiB law- 
less characters already, and will soon turn 
his attention to ruuting out the whisky 
traffic in Alaska as he did in British 
Columbia, and ther^ is every prospect 
4hat he will acquire the same influence 
for good over the surrounding tribes 
wliicli he exercised so wisely and uaefully 
at Old Metlakahtia.

heavy charge must have been in il al, ihe 
tinio. It is probable Diirant atlempted 
to turn the rille asiile and received 
the charge in the leg instead of in the 
body. Mr. Moresby lel graphed lo bring 
the wounded man to the city, which was 
iloiie, but lie died while the doctors were 
amputaliiig Llie leg. .Jones was tjiken be- 
fore Mr. .Sword, .1. 1'., of Riverside, who, 
after hearing the evidence eoiiiinitled him 
for trial at the next assizes, .lones took 
the whole affair wery coolly, and does not 
seem the least bit troubled. In fact, his 
words and actions over since the murder 
was committed have been most brut.id. 
Several times during thedast two yeara he

THE CARIBOO FI,Y WRKCKEU. 

Runs Aahiire on .Sunday .S'ltrbt bust- Will be 
a Total Wreck— PaBseugers, Crew, Malls 
and Baggage Ueacb Victoria 
on the Quickstep. 

The little American steamer Quickstep 
.arrived at the outer wharf on Sunday 
luurning and landed the passengers and 
erew of the steamer Cariboo Fly, which 
wont ashore in Granville Channel, m 
l onle from Skeena river to Victoria. The 
stoamef's cargo consisted of 3250 cases 
of salmon from the Windsor Canning Co., 
which was insured in tliC British A For- 
eign Marine Insurance Co., represented 
by Findlay, Durham it Brodie. 

Captain Alyer suites that Skeena river 
was left on Sunday and at seven in the 
evening they entered Granville Channel. 
Mate Roberts was left in charge while the 
captain retired for rest until midnight, 
after which ho anticipated it would be fog- 
gy. At 11 o'clock he heard the wheel 
spin round, and on looking ont of 
his room he saw that the 
steamer was heading toward the Htarboard 
shore. The night was bright and clear. 
He ran to the wlieelhuuse, reversed the 
engines; but it was too late, and the 
steamer vveut on the rocks. This was al 
high tide, and as the tide (dibed the stern 
sank and the decks became covered with 
water. The lialehea burst, and the .sal- 
mon eaaes coiiiiiienced lloatiiig about. 
Every ellbrt was made to save tho vessel, 
but without avail, and she will pirubably 
prove a total loss. When the steamer 
commenced to sink the boats were 
launched, and the iiassetigers, baggage, 
and mails wore taken ashore. The sails 
of tho steamer were utilized as a tent, as 
it waa pouring rain. In the early morn- 
ing the passengers were sent in boats to 
Howe Inlet, where there is an Indian 
village and sahnon salting cstablishinent. 
The chief of the tribe- ShakcH— 
made everytliing as comfortable as pos- 
sible for the party. Mrs. I'oolo, who waa 
ill, and her liuabatid ami t\vo little ehild- 
ren were given coiiifurlalile quarters in a 
liouse. while the balance of thu passengura 
were sheltered at the siUtory from the 
pouring rain. The little Hteaiii launch 
Maria O. Howeus, of the B. A. P. Co., 
passed down Monday morning and stopped 
at the w»eck, but could only take fireman 
R.Copelandnboard. However,8ho reported 
tho Quickstep as being on the way down. 
In order that she might not pass in llie 
dark Chief Shakos sent a canoe with In- 
dians out to watch for thu vessel. The 
Quickstep arrived in the afternoon, waa 
stopped by the Indians, and Purser Diok- 
insoti boarded her, when Capt. Martin 
immediately went to the landing. Heal 
once took everyone nnd the mails and 
baggage aboard, and put oH", ealliin; 
at tho wreck for Captain Meyer 
and thu crew. Captain Morton 
made all as comfortable as [losaiblo, 
though the accommodations wore limited, 
The beat room was given to Mrs. Poole 
and her children and all that could be 
done on the trip to Victoria for their 
comfort was cheerfully accorded. The 
passengers desire to gratefully acknow- 
ledge Capt. Morton's kiiulnens to them. 

Capt. Meyer thinks the vosael will be a 



total loss. The night waa clear, and thu 
only reason that can be assigned for the 
accident is that il was the result of uegli- 
geiiee on tlie part of tho mate in charge. 

Thu chaimel ia straight for fifty miles, 
and tho Steamer had frequently 'been in 
ohargo of Mr. Roberts through ii.

FROM A BRITISH STANDPOINT. 

'J'he Cliinose <iue.stion wherever it is 
raised is one that ckisely afl'eef'i the jjoople 
i)f IJritish Cohinibia. Thu iioo|ilo of this 
|>roviiiou arc keoii and iuteivMted obsei .'- 
«rs of whuluvur iii lidiiu with res])ect to 
ChiiK'so i iDiiiigruliiiii in uithur the L'uited 
iStatoi or the dujjoiulunoios of (ireat 
Urituiii. Tliuy know that any action taken 
by an English-spoiikiug iiutiuti with re- 
gard to it affeots ihoiu more or lesa 
closely. How tho question ia regarded in 
rrreat Britain is of much consequence to 
I'ver/ cohiny which is exposed to the evils 
ami thu auniiyaiici; of Chinese inunigration. 
Thu Hiibji^ct IS OMO that has created no 
Jitllu iiL'itatioii ill tin; Australian colonies. 
Action lias bucui Lakuu tlicru both by the 
colniiial le^;isIutiuoa uiui by the people 
u'hich cannot but aUcct thfi relations be- 
tween Ohiiiii' and the imperial Govern- 
ment. So obnoxious are the Chinamen to 
the Australinns that they hare enacted 
laws with regard 'to Chinese im- 
migration wiiich may be rei;arded as pro- 
hibitoly. ' They' are ' not porinittod to 
I . ■nil' i'lto the c(nnitry to wOrk on tho 
laiiu, .L.ul the laliur iiiiioniats havu ducided 
that tlioy shall not bo allowed to work in 
nhijis trading to tho Australian colonies. 
I iiturooliiiiial sloaiiiors Iiavu long ago 
given up hiring l.huin, and tho attempt 
is being made to boycott foreign vessels 
employing Asiatic kbur. The Seamen's 
Union refused fco permit one of the mail 
boats— the Alnieda — from San Francisco 
either to loud or uiiloud at Sydney be- 
cause Chinamen were employed on board 
of her aa stokers, and tho caiitain was 
obliged to niaki! a compromise with the 
Union. Another vessel — the Muriposa — 
was treated in the same way, but 
lior o.iptaiii outwitted the unionists. 
'J'lie Labor uiiion.s aay that, they will 
boycott any ves.sol, no iiiatlor where she 
coiiios from, in which Chinamen are em- 
)ih>y('d in any capacity. There is a large 
party in Australia that strongly disa- 
proves of the course pursued by tho sea- 
men's union, and it docs not appear that 
the miners are willing to co-oporale with 
thu sailors. The course pursued liy the 
Austaliiuis with rosiiect to tho Chinesj 
lias .ittiiictod tho attention of tho British 
public. The Tiiiifs ill a leading article 
discii.sses the (piustion with Hindi iiuidei- 
atioii. It evidently cannot uiider.stanii 
bow it is that the CliineHe arc so (djinjxi- 
OILS to the Auatriiliaiis, but it very jnci- 
perly concludes that the people of the 
colonies are tho best judges in a matter 
of this kind, lb says: ** The wearer of 
tho shfio knows boat where it pinches, 
and if .Vii.str.alian'H have persuaded them- 
selves that the ful iiioiif their civilizjition is 
])rejiidiced by the intermixture of a Gliin- 
eso ulemont, no ono can blame them for 
l.akiiig nieaaure.s to avert the danger. The 
utmost: that the Imperial (Jovoriiiiuiiil can 
.isk or (expect is that the luuasiiros they 
take for thu inirposo should bu consistent 
with existent treaties, and framed with a 
rea8()niibio*regard for tho susceptibilities 
of the Chinese Government. " It. being 
t]io business of the Imperial 'Government 
to deal with foreign nations; and ic being 
.•dsc) resiionsible for tho mannor in which 
tho treaty engngiiinonts of thu Empire are 
kejit, it is not surprising that the leading 
org.in of public opinion in Great Britain 
ahouhl give iiroiniiioncu to this feature of 
tho (Jliini^se (|iu!stioii. 'i'he Tinie.i seems 
to think that the (iuvoriiment of China 
will not bo very difficult to deal with in 
tliia matter, but it may have changed its 
mind since it has found that that Govern- 
raont has refused to tatify the treaty 
with the United .Stat(;8, to which its 
' represoiitative in Waslnngtion appeared so 
favnrahle. "Tho Chiueso Government," 
the Tlmi-s says, "is not altogether uiiroas. 
• inablc ill tlu! niattor. It appears to care 
very little whether Cliinamuu are admit- 
ted into Australia m- not. But it caros ii 
■.;reat ile.al for its own dignity and its right 
til bo treated witli the saniu consideration 
Vfi ,p^l;er , o|y,ilkod poyrurp, ,, It Chinamen 
are to bi3 excluded it dbiitaudi . tluit they 
! 'siiould be excluded not as Chinamen, but 
■in''vlrtuo of some gonornl disqualiScation 
which, nominally at least, ajiplies to tho 
subjects of other powors." Tho Tbnca 
then suggests that if Oliinese were pre- 
vented from landing on British turritory 
iiiider a law oxeliiding iiaujieis of all na- 
tions, the pur[)ose inteiidud would be ac- 
foinplislifd without an invidious distinct- 
ion l)eiiig made. As the great bulk- ol 
Cliiuese iinmigninlii are to all intents and 
purpoaoa paupers when thoy couto t»' a 
pew country, they would como under a 



law excluding destitute inuniijraiits. That 
some such law is required in all the colo- 
nies is every year becoming more appar- 
ent. Emigrants sent out by parish au- 
thorities, or tticed by govurmnenta or com- 
|)auies, Jo not often make desirable set- 
tlers. And to enact ii law applicable to 
all that no emigrant shall be permitted to 
enter the country who is not only strong 
and able to work, but who has tliu means 
to support himself and those dopundant 
on Inin for some luoiitlia after he lands, 
would not only put a stoii to Chinese im- 
niignibiou, but would hav(i a tendency to 
lirovetit tho Uoniinion being made 
a refuge for the pau])ora and 
tho oriminala of older countries. 
The colonies owe a very great deal fco the 
Mother Country and it is iiiifair and un-. 
grateful in them fco pursue a policy which 
may embarrass her in her relations with 
foreign nations, and make it appear that 
she is unwilling to carry out the treaties 
she Im.s made, in good faith. It ii; dillieult 
for foreign governinonts to uiuleistaiid 
tlie relation that exists between Great 
IJritiiiu and lier colonies. They iiavo no 
idea that depoudcucies can bu allowed the 
freedom of action that they enjoy, and 
consequently, she is iield responsible by 
them for the acts of colonies which she 
has not only not consented to but of which 
she highly disap'proves. When this is con- 
sidered we think tlmt the hope expressed 
by the Times in tho followuig passage will 
not appear uiiiea.soiiablo. "In |)oint of 
fact China, while it docs not ask, and 
certainly would not obtain, what is kiKJWU 
in the language of eoiiiiiiorcial Iroaties as 
moat favored nation treatment, strongly 
objects to anything like the least favored 
nation treatment. We trust that the 
Australian goveruuients will bear this in 
mind, and that, while thoy pui-suo a very 
legitiniafee object, and a veiy intelligible 
policy — namely, tho p'osui \.itioii of Aus- 
tr.aliaii civilization from dc^r.idat ion by 
alien and iiiconip.itililu olemoiits — they 
will not forget that China i.i a powui 
rt-liose suscoptiliilities are oulitlod to re- 
spect anil wdiosofrieiidly relations witli the 
Uritish Empit'u are not to bo lightly im- 
paired." 

These suiisiblo and just remarks apply 
as forcibly to the Dominion of* Canada as 
they do to the Australian colonies. 



national .sense, would not bo deceptive. 
'J'liere was no false proteucu about it. 
Tho proposed action of tho .Senate com- 
mittee compared with the doubled dealing 
and the pettifogging trickery of tho coni- 
meroi(il ^iiiiQniatiii'Waa fa^aad honorable. 
We are, net surprized that Mr. Wiman 
was not long in discovering that he w as 
by this telogriiin placing Hiiriself and his 
fellow conmiorcial unionists in anything 
but a credilablo light before the world. 
'I'lie only wonder is that he, whilu he was 
penning tlie telegram, did not fuel how 
coiiteni])tiblo and how dishimost the con- 
trast between the course they pursued 
and tho one tho Senate adopted made 
them' appear.

When the truth dawned upcju liiiii or was 
suggested to him, he withdrew the telo- 
graiii, whereupon tho following note was 
sent ii> tho editors to whom it had boon 
sent: —

by Krastus Wiman to withdraw his com- 
nuniicatiou with reference to tho doings 
of the Foreign Aft'airs Committee of the 
American Senate. Will yon please do 
this, and greatly oblige, 

•'G. N. W. TKi.KiiUAi'ii Co." 
lint the reipiest came too late. The editor 
of the Kiiijtire, seeing how completely Mr. 
Wiinan's own telegram exp(jsed the de- 
signs of the Coniinurcial riiionisl, conspir- 
acy published the telegram in full. By 
doing this he deserves tho thanks of all 
loyal and fair-dealing Canadians. The 
message contains evidence of the inten- 
tions of the plotters over Mr. Wiman 's 
own signature, which it is impossible 
either to contradict or to explain away. 
.\s for the invitation alluded to in the 
telegram, we hardly think that Congress 
will bo foidish eiioiigli to agree to send ii, 
and if it is so forgetful of its own dignity 
and of its oblig.aions to a friendly state as 
to |)as3 thu proposed resolution, thu 
" negotiations'' which it aiithoriy.es will be 
as short and as emphatic as official routine 
and rogard for international courtesy per- 
mit. The purport of the answer both of 
Great Britain and the Dominion will bo 
"Canada is not for sale."

A telegram sept to iliu loroiito nowa- 
papurs by Mr. Krasliis ^Villlau will open 
tho eyes of Canadians to what has been 
going on for some time behind the scenes 
in Canada and the United Sbttes. Those 
who were opposed to a commercial union 
botweeu Canada and the United States 
contended that cimaneivial union was in- 
tended to bo but a step tow.uds iioiiticd 
union; that it ivoukl be in fact political 
uiiiiiii very thinly (lif.:,uised. Tho coiu- 
iiiercia.1 unionists di'iiied this very em- 
phatically and with apparent sincerity. 
They went, fiirllior, and declared that 
c.Miunercial union uoiild boa b.ir lo pol- 
itical union- tli.it Canadians having a 
zollvereiu ail the comiiioicial advanttiges 
thoy reipii red the opjioaitioii to annexation 
would grow stronger and stronger. Some 
may have been docoivod by these jirofes- 
sions and protestatiiiMs, but cle.ir-siglitcil 
and loyal Caiiiulians colli iiuied to main- 
tiiin that the object of the couiniercial 
unionists was annexation, nothing more 
nor les.s. Mr. Wimaii's telegram proves to a 
deiuoUHtratioli that they were right. The 
following i.s the full text of the telegram. 

" NiAV ^'llnl;, Se|)t. 29. — I deem it my 
thity ti) nay thai infi irinatiini frmn Waah- 
ington leaches nie (d' a rcliablu character 
to the ellect that the Senate Couiiniltce 
of Foreign Affairs have, during the past 
few days, in furl lierance of the vieus of 
its clittiraian, Senat(.>r Sherinan, been dis- 
cussing the qUfstiou of inviting the Do- 
minion of Canada to join the Cnited 
States. So far hiivo matters progressed 
that it is not at all unlikely that a resolu- 
tion will berc|ioilcd for the coijciiirent 
action <if both 1 louses, declaring it to be 
the duty of the I'ntsidont to open nego- 
tiations with ( beat Britain hiokiiig to a 
political uuL.:. between the English- 
speaking tmtioiis on this continent. The 
condition attending the invitation of 
Canada is luiderslocKl to be that the 
Cnited .States would a.ssiiiiic the entire 
debt of the iJoiiiinion, estiiiiati'd at three 
hundred million of (hill, us. ( 'oinniercial 
Iniiou was urged as tlio basis of lliu pro- 
posed negotiation, ou the gioiiiid that 
while a. large majority might bu sccuro(l 
for it, only a small minority favored poli- 
tical iniioii; but the seiitiuieiil of the 
committee was .so strong in favor of jiro- 
posing at lirst i>olitical union that it wa.s 
impossible to contend with it.

Tho last sentenco-^ of this message lets 
the cat out of the bag ami .shows what ll.e 
eoiiiiiu^rcial unionisln were driving at. idl 
.along. ll.stiucs that coinmcrciul union 
was urged a-* llicba.sis ot the p|-o]i(j;iod 
liugoliatioiis oil tliL! groiiiid that while a 
large majority might be secured for coui- 
niercial union a veiy small minority ccnild 
be prevailed uiion to favoi' political union. 
So Canada was to be inveigled into annex- 
ation on a false pretence ! It was doubt- 
less thought that when the Dominion wa.s 
deprived of its fiscal indopendoiico, when 
it would have to look to the rniteil 
States for evoiy dollar it would have to 
spend for public |iiirpoHus, when the Fetl- 
eral I'arliaiiiunt would have no other 
power thiin to levy direct taxes, the peo- 
ple of the l.'oniinioii, as would mo.st likely 
bo tho case, would gut aiok of the sum- 
bianco of political power which 
it possessed and 'would bo glad to 
to seek full union with the United States. 
But it appears that the members of the 
Senate who favored annexation wore too 
honest to adopt the duci^ptive iiolicy id' 
tho coninierciid iniioiiists. They would 
not ihiBceiid to liuch meanness and du- 
plicity. They would opeidy and honestly 
make Canada an oiler which she niiglit 
accept or refuse. Thoy w ^uld liut no 
gilding on tho annexation pill, thoy would 
not be parties to a Bchomu to cheat Cana- 
dians into annexation. They, as wo sou, 
made political union with tho Ilopublic a 
matter of bargain and sale openly and, as 
far as they were concerned, fairly con- 
ducted. Thoy deserve credit for this. It 
may not bo consistent with tho good 
noighbourliood or aniicablo relations or 
hononible dcali'.ig in thu strictest sense of 
the pbriiso to invite Lliu subjects of a 
friendly power to throw oil' their allo- 
giaiicu and sell tlioinsolves to a for- 
eign govornment; bub the. tvunsaction 
lliou^di of a (^uustiunftUe morality iu a
